On September 26, 1967, First Assistant Prosecutor 
ALBERT SCARDUZIO, Camden County, New Jersey Prosecutor^s 
Office, Camden, New Jersey, advised the writer that he does 
not feel that LIVEZLY has violated any criminal law in 
Camden County, New Jersey, SCARDUZIO advised that he will 
review the New Jersey State Statute books and will advise if 
he can find any violation of local. law under which. LIVEZLY 
could be arrested. - \ 

This document contains neither recommendations nor conclusions of the FBI. It Is the property of the FBI. and Is loaned to 
your agency; it and its contents are not to be distributed outside your agency. " 
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On September 26, X967, Assistent Prosecutor 
SCARBUZIO recontacted SA PHILIP J. CARROLL and advised 
that he is willing in any manner to offer assistance to 
the Federal Government in order to have LIVSZLY committed. 
GCARDUZIO advised that a review of the New Jersey State 
Statutes and the criminal code for Camden County, New Jersey, 
does not give his office any Jurisdiction to move against 
LIVEZLY, as the mailing of the extortion letters in this 
case involve a Federal violation and not a local violation. 

SCARDUZIO advised that as there is no local 
criminal violation, his office is unable to take any 
action against LIVEZLY. He pointed out none of the Victims 
reside in Camden County. 

Mr, SCARDUZIO advised that the only action 
available locally would be for one of the individuals 
whose names were used on the letters sent by LIVEZLY to 
come in and sign a complaint against I^IVEZLY for Defama- 
tion of Character, SCARDUZIO advised that this is a 
civil tort action and under this type of action, it would 
not be possible for Camden County authorities to oaider 
LIVEZLY to be given a mental examination. 

The matter would be handled in civil court to 
determine the amount of damage to the character of the 
complainant as the result of the letter or letters, and 
if LIVSZLY were convicted, he wouM be given a fine by 
the court.
